"If thy right hand offend thee, cut it off and cast it from tbee 
for It Is profitable for thee that one of thy members should perish 
and not that thy whole bod; be east into hell." Matt. S : SO. 

This text is used by some as a foundation, or in 
other wordR, it is often used as a proof iu cases of 
oat racism or expulsion from church fellowship. I 
look at this subject from a different standpoint 
than the one referred to above. It is our own si us 
and not the sins of others that the Saviour referred 
to in the text. ' "If thy right hand offend thee, cut 
it off." Why not allow somebody else to cut it off ? 
Sin in such a peculiarly terrible thing, that no per- 
son can amputate it but the sinner himself. In 
the text we Are told by the great Teacher that u it 
is profitable for us" to part with our most highly 
prized endowments and blessings rather than they 
should bring us under the deadly influence and 
dominion of sin. The sinners sin is hie own, a 
part of himself. People like to own things and to 
point to this and that and say "these are mine." 
Men are getting prematurely old in their efforts to 
own houses and land and money and influence. 
But it is a singular fact that in this genera! strife 
for ownership men are trying to disown the only 
thing that really belongs to them; that is their own 
sins. It is remarkable with what facility men find 
owners for their sins. They are seldom at a loss 
to point out the person or thing upon which they 
put the blame. It is almost as rare as an angel's 
visit to find a person who owns up and frankly ad. 
mitfi that he only is to blame for bis wrong doing. 
The first step toward the reformation of a sinner is 
to make him feel that his sins are his own. When 
a man comes to feel that all the sins be ever com- 
mitted are his own, be has about all he can carry 
and is not far from the kingdom of God. "Cut it 
off." Though human help hi of no avail in this 
great operation, yet by divine grace, the sinner is 
enabled to strike the blow which, in will and pur- 
pose, separates him from his sins ; at which point 
the Holy Ghost comes in and "the great transac- 
tion is done." 

The figure used in this text indicates that the 
removal of sin is dm pastime or recreation. It is 
painful. "Cut it off." "Thy right hand." The 
most natural and desirable of our bodily functions. 
So in the removal of Bin the sinner must persistent- 
ly abandon many things that were very enjoyable, 
perhapB profitable, Hdemande promptness. "Cut." 
The force and precision of a keen, incisive stroke. 
No tapering off in a life of sin. You can taper on, 
but never off. Sin yields to nothing but the knife. 
"Cut it off.'* No striking at random when seeking 
to get rid of sin. Strike with the determination to 
out-it and not tu show the length or luster of your 
blade, or your skill in using it. 

The sinner must also be persistent. In putting 
the kntfe to his sins the danger is, that the sinner 
will stop cutting before he gets them off. No re- 
formation will amount to anything that does not 
involve separation from sin. Better that the sin- 
ner had never lifted the knife than stop at the mid- 
dle of the operation. "Cut it off." That is, make 
a thorough job of it. Make up your mind to get 


have nothing more to do with it. That is what 
moral as well as physical surgery means. Think 
of the figure used ia the text, and see bow suggest- 
ive it is of danger. The skillful physician recom- 
mends amputation only as the last resort. With- 
out it the patient ia already in a hopeless condi- 
tion. Bear in mind, therefore, the alarming moral 
condition which the very use of the figure implies. 
Think of the fearful consequences of neglect. "Cast 
into hell.'" My brother, though you must use the 
knife yourself, do not forget that the Great Physi- 
cian will be present to help in the operation. 
Though you must do the cutting, he will take up 
the arteries, bind up the wound and "make you 
every whit whole."
